The Most Rev. John F. Noll, 
D.D., Bishop of Fort Wayne will 
be an honored guest. 


Assistants at the throne of the 
Bishop will be the Rev. Julian 
Dokter of Michigan City, and the 
Rev. Walter Pawlicki of San 
Pierre. 

Deacons of the Mass will be 
two “boys” of the Parish, the Rev. 
Edward Wroblewski of St. Jos- 
eph’s Church, East Chicago, and 
Father Janicki of Rolling Prairie. 

The Very Rev. Charles J. Feltes, 
Chancellor, will be Master of 
Ceremonies, and the Very Rev. 
John Bernacki of St. Casimir’s 
Church, Hammond, one time pas- 
tor of St. Mary’s, will preach the 
sermon. 

At noon the ladies of the Parish 
will serve their celebrated chicken 
dinner. Hundreds of guests are 
expected. 

Otis is eight miles: south of 
Michigan City in LaPorte County. 

As early as 1855 Poles were 

coming to La Porte County, Indi- 
ana. They worked as farm hands 
and lumberjacks until they could 
accumulate a little money and 
look around. They were soon clear- 
ing their own land and getting 
their living from the soil. They 
were primarily farmers. 
’ ‘When there were about 100 fam- 
ilies settled in the vicinity of Otis, 
spiritual guidance was sought 
from Father Bartosz, a Pole who 
was pastor of St. Joseph’s Church 
in La Porte. For a while, Mass was 
said and sacraments administered 
in the homes of the farmers, us- 
ually that of Jacob Lewandowski. 
His home was centrally located. 

About 1871, Mr. Lewandowski 
and the Rev. Francis Szulak, a 


, Jesuit priest, decided this Polish 


community should have its own 
church. Two hundred dollars was 
quickly raised. In a few months 
$700 more was in the fund. A 
site was selected in the village of 
Otis. In the fall of 1872 ground 
was broken and _ construction 
started. 

The first resident pastor was 
the Rev. Peter Konez. At the 
same time he also held services 
once a month at South Bend, and 
several times a year went to Roll- 
ing Prairie, New Carlisle and Ter- 
re Coupe. He stayed until July, 


75. 
Until the church rectory was 
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built in 1876, the pastor lived 
“around” with his parishoners. In 
1877-78 the cemetery was land- 
scaped and fenced. In 1879, the 
Rev. Vincent Barzynski, C. R., 
from Chicago conducted the first 
five-day Mission. 


The school was built in 1879-80 
and 80 children from 12 years of 
age and over answered the first 
roll call. Today the total attend- 
ance is 52. The school is proud of 
its alumni, several of whom have 
returned to say Mass in the church 
in which they were confirmed. 


Felician Sisters of Polonia, Wis. 
have always been the teachers. 


The second Pastor was Rev. 
Louis Machdzicki. He was able to | 
give his entire time to St. Mary’s| 
as other Polish churches were be- | 
ing built in newly organized par- 
ishes. He organized many church 
and fraternal societies. The Sta- 
tions of the Cross were erected 
and consecrated January 13, 1878. 


On August 6, 1861, a refugee 
Franciscan priest, the Rev. Urban 
Raszkiewicz became the pastor. 
He planted a vineyard and soon 
it was said that “Otis is one place 
te obtain liturgical sacramental 
wine made with painstaking care 
and even piety by the Father Ur- 
ban and the school boys.” 

The next prrest was a native of 
Otis, the Rev. Alexander Buechler, 
who assisted Father Raszkiewicz 
in his declining years, taking full 
charge at his death in 1909 at the 
age of 85. Father Raszkiewicz 
is the only priest buried in the 
cemetery. 

The next three priests served 
only for short periods until 1914 
when the Rev. John Wroblewski 
came to St. Mary’s He planted 
pine and spruce trees in the 
church yard. He redecorated the 
church inside and out. Then, in 
February 1917 fire destroyed the 
old church. Mass was said in the 
school house, which had not been 
damaged. 

The parish then consisted of 90 
families but they all assisted in 
rebuildi the church, which was 
completed in 1919. The rectory 
was finished in 1922. 

The present pastor, the Rev. 
Louis F. Bozik, came to Otis in 
November 1938. After serving 
among the Polish people in North- 
west Canada, he was appointed 
the firet Pastor of the church at 
San f:erre and reopened the 
closed churches at Francisville 
and Medaryville, villages 30 or 35 
miles south of Otis. He is much 
loved by his parishoners and held 
in high esteem by the entire com- 


munity.

Brief Biography 
Of Bishop Noll 


You have all been following the biography of Bishop Noll 
somewhat chronologically by 
managing editor of Our Sunday, Visitor, but in the brief 
space available in this number we have tried to summarize 
the labors of his priesthood, and to illustrate the sketch with

He was born, as you have been? —7 


told, in the city of Fort Wayne on 
January 25, 1875, where his fa- 
ther was born before him 107 
years ago. He attended the Bro- 
thers’ Grade School conducted by 
the Cathedral parish, and received 
his First Holy Communion on 
May 20, 1888. Two months later 
he entered the St. Lawrence Col- 
lege, Mount Calvary, Wisconsin, 
to prepare for the priesthood. The 
Preparatory Seminary course, in 
those days, covered five years. He 
finished that school with honors 
and transferred to Mount St. 
Mary’s Seminary, Cincinnati, for 
his course in philosophy and theo- 
logy. He was ordained in the Ca- 
thedral, Fort Wayne, by Bishop 
Rademacher on June 4, 1898, a 
month after the Spanish Ameri- 


can War ended. He sang his first! 


Mass on June 5. 

Monsignor Jansen, pastor of St.

Here, too, he spent 
four years, during which time he 
was the founder of a parish maga- 
zine which still circulates widely 
after forty years of existence. 
Moved To Huntington 

On July 10, 1910, he was ap- 
pointed pastor of St. Mary’s, Hun- 
tington, to succeed Rev. John R. 
Quinlan, transferred to the pastor- 
ate of the Cathedral, Fort Wayne. 

Upon the death of Father Quin- 
lan, in 1921, Bishop Alerding of- 
fered the Cathedral parish to 
Father Noll, but he declined it in 
the belief that he would be able to 
accomplish more good as editor of 
Our Sunday Visitor, which he 
founded in May, 1912. 

While living in Huntington he 
enlarged St. Mary’s School, at the 
cost of $60,000.00, directed the 
building of the Motherhouse and 
Novitiate at Victory-Noll, just one 
mile west of the city on a site 
which he had previously purchased 
for a Home Mission Seminary. He 
also erected the building to house 
Our Sunday Visitor. 

After observing his Silver Ju- 
bilee in the priesthood in 1923, 
Msgr. Noll and his cousin, present- 
ly Vicar General of the Diocese 
of Indianapolis and pastor of the 
Cathedral there, made a_ five 
months tour of Europe, the Near 
East, and the Balkans. Msgr. Noll 
carried with him a printed ques- 
tionnaire, which he submitted to

high Prelates of a dozen countries, 
and to seminaries and educational 
institutions for the purpose of 
eliciting accurate data on the eco- 
nomic, social, political, religious 


countries. It is only in the lhght 
of the then situation that events 
which have followed since can be 
properly interpreted. 

In December, 1921, Father Noll 
was made a Domestic Prelate, the 
only one ever having that honor 
in the diocese of Fort Wayne ex- 
cept the Vicar General, the Right 
Reverend John H. Oechtering, pas- 
tor of St. Mary’s Church, Fort 
Wayne, and successor in that office 
to the Right Rev. Julian Benoit. 

It was in that year also that 
the Bishop toured most of South 
America, largely for the same 
reason as that for which he cov- 
ered Europe. Hence these trips 
were all related to his office of 
editor of Our Sunday Visitor, at 
that time the only national pop- 
ular weekly in our country. 

Through this medium the Bishop 
exposed the real character of vic- 
ious anti-Catholic organizations 
and the many papers in which 
they scattered their vile charges 
throughout the nation. His paper 
became very popular, and was 
hailed as “the need of the hour” 
by practically every Cardinal, 
Archbishop and Bishop of the 
United States. The Menace and 
similar slander sheets were put out 
of existence chiefly through the 
exposure of the character, the 
poses of their 


Believing that the old pew-rent 
method of church support was out 
of date, inadequate, and out of line 
with proportionate giving, Father

Named Bishop May 13 


On May 13, 1925, almost six 
months after the death of Herman 
Joseph Alerding, the fourth Bis- 
hop of Fort Wayne, Monsignor 
Noll was selected by Pope Pius 
XI as his successor. The Monsig- 
nor was prompted to decline this 
high honor, momentarily believing 
that he was in position to render 
greater service to the Church by 


continuing the editorship of Our | 


Sunday Visitor. On deeper reflec- 
tion, however, it occurred to him 
that this very organ, in a diocesan 
edition, would be the best vehicle 
to stimulate and strengthen relig- 
ious practice and spiritual living, 
if it could be placed in every home, 
enabling the Bishop to be a per- 
sonal weekly visitor to every fam- 
ily in his diocese. 

He arranged for his consecra- 
tion at the Cathedral, Fort Wayne, 
on June 80. His consecrator was 
the late George Cardinal Munde- 
lein, of Chicago, assisted by Bis- 
hop Ledvina, of Corpus Christi. 
and Bishop Smith, of Nashville, as 
co-consecrators. 

In the Cathedral he received the 
Sacraments of Baptism, the Holy 
Eucharist, Confirmation, Holy Or- 
ders, said his first Mass, and was 
raised to the fullmess of the 
priesthood as Bishop. 

During the twenty-three years 


of his Episcopate Bishop Noll has 
Sacrament of; 


Confirmation to some 120,000 chil- 
dren and adults; ordained some 300 
priests, including candidates for 
the Congregation of the Holy 
Cross; invested in the habit of Re- 
ligious more than 1,800 Nuns, di- 
vided among six Communities. He 
dedicated more than 60 new 
churches and schools, hospitals and 
other institutions; placed resident 
priests in nearly 30. places where 
there had been none previously. He 
erected a new Orphan Home known 
as St. Vincent Villa, at Fort 
Wayne, at a cost of more than 
$500,000.00; built a new Central 
Catholic High School, at Fort 
Wayne, at a cost of $540,000.00; 
purchased from the Sisters of the 
Poor Handmaids the Catholic Cen- 
tral High School at Hammond, and 
donated it to the District; and saw 
the pastors of the diocese liqui- 
date $7,000,000.00 of indebtedness, 
besides building and paying for 
new churches, schools and other 
edifices, costing more than $6,000,- 
000.00. 

He gathered some 60 Burses, 
representing $5,000.00 each, for 
the part defrayal of the expenses 
of students in the Minor Seminary. 

O.S.V. Help To Parishes _ 

It was fortunate, during the in- 
dustrial depression running from 
1929 to 1939, that Bishop Noll had 
Our Sunday Visitor — chartered 
under a law which made it com- 
pulsory for him to use its profits 
for religious, educational and 
charitable purposes—to enable 
him to come to the assistance of 
many parishes, particularly those 
in the Lake County area. Without 
this help banks and insurance 
companies, which made large loans 
to parishes would not have recov- 
ered their full principal loan. 

St. Vincent Villa, and the two 
high schools mentioned, were built 
largely with help from Our Sun- 
day Visitor. 

The Victory-Noll Institution has 
been maintained from its begin- 
ning by Our Sunday Visitor; as 
have also been the Sisters engaged 
in religious instruction in the pub- 
lic schools of Gary—and various 
other enterprises. 

During the first year of his 
Episcopate, Bishop Noll was ap- 
pointed Treasurer of the American 
Board of Catholic Missions, and 
has retained that office ever since. 

He was one of the four founders 
of the Legion of Decency; the 
founder of the National Organiza- 
tion for Decent Literature, of 
which he is still Episcopal Chair- 
man. He has been a member of 


the Board of the Church Extension 


Society for forty years; a mem- 
ber of the Administrative Board 
of the NCWC for thirteen years, 
during eight of which he was 
Episcopal Chairman of Lay Or- 
ganizations in the United States, 


including the National Council of | f 


Catholic Men, the National Coun- 
cil of Catholic Women and the 
National Council of Catholic 
Nurses. 

Through Our Sunday Visitor he 
raised a fund for the education of 
poor boys for the missionary 
priesthood, and transferred. ,the 
money to the Catholic Church Ex- 
tension Society; he instituted a 
campaign for the erection of a 
huge statue in Washington, dedi- 
cated to “Christ as Light of the 
World.” But instead of purchasing 
a costly site in the city of Wash- 
ington for such a statue the money 
contributed in this drive erected

Every- 
thing was set for the inclusion of 
these questions in the 1940 Cen- 
sus with the approbation of the 
head of Census Bureau under the 
Chamber of Commerce, but it was 
blocked at the last moment by a 
single organization, despite the 
fact that it had the backing of 
the Catholic Hierarchy, of the 
Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, which is not 
affiliated with the latter organiza- 
tion, and the Lutherans, who are 
not affiliated. The attempt will be 
renewed in 1950. 


Book Widely Used 


Both as priest and Bishop the 
subject of our sketch has written 
many books and more than fifty 
pamphlets, all of which have had 
a very wide circulation, and some 
of which are in greater demand at 
this moment than ever before. One 
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of these works, “Father Smith In- 
structs Jackson,” has gone through 
more than fifty large editions, and 
is used for instructions of thous- 
ands of non-Catholics by corres- 
pondence. The Rev. L. J. Fallon, a 
member of the Congregation of 
the Mission, of St. Louis, conducts 
a very large and busy office, to 
which hundreds of letters come 
every day, each to be answered 
personally through modern mech- 
anized typewriters, eight of which 
are run uninterruptedly for eight 
hours every day by a single per- 
son. Answers to every possible 
question are contained on rolls and 
the mere pressing of a_ button 
brings the right answer to the 
typewriter without any slowing 
down of speed. 


The book used for instruction 
by mail has been translated into 
many languages, including Ger- 
man, Spanish, Hungarian, Chinese, 
Japanese, and has been translated 
into Braille and recorded on discs 
for the religious instruction of the 
blind. 

Bishop Noll has conducted a 
Chat directed with his people 
through his diocesan paper every 
week for twenty-two years. The 
Chat is still written but made less 
personal and transferred to the 
National Edition at the request of 
many readers. 

The continuance of editing and 
writing is made possible for the 
Bishop by the delegation of much 
work. For instance, Bishop Noll 
has never handled a dollar of dio- 
cesan money; he is only consulted 
about projects, but the financial 
transactions are handled by his 
Chancellor; parish visitations are 
made by the five Deans in their 
respective Districts, so that the 
Ordinary can give all his time to 
matters spiritual. This enables 
him to devote two hours of every 
morning to the dictation of ar- 
ticles for his paper and other per- 
iodicals, and for the answering of 
correspondence which comes to 
him from almost every corner of 
the world. 

Warned Against Reds 

This summary of activities of 
our Most Reverend Bishop would 
not reflect, in his mind, the chief 
motive and characteristics of his 
priesthood. As he sees it, his 
priesthood has been devoted to the 
promotion of a knowledge of the 
Church, to the exposure of irrelig- 
ious and moral errors, to the pro- 
tection of the people of the whole 
country from the Church’s profes- 
sed enemies, from the charlatans. 
disturbers of religious and social 
peace. More than ten years ago in 
a book entitled “It Is Happening 
Here,” Bishop Noll pictured Com- 
munism as it is recognized pre- 
sently throughout the world. At 
that time he was regarded as 
somewhat pessimistic, as sensing 
danger where there was little of it, 
but he was certain that he was 
right because he was in posses- 
sion of the facts, such as the pro- 
ceedings of the Communist Party

During the early life of Our 
Sunday Visitor our country was

Many 
of them claimed to have come from 
different countries in Europe,

Hammond—On June 16, 1898, 
in the chapel of Mt. St. Mary’s 
Seminary of the West in Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, the late Archbishop 
Elder imparted the Sacrament of 
Holy Orders on the Rev. Francis 
John Jansen, classmate of the 
Most Rev. John F. Noll, D.D., 
Bishop of Fort Wayne. 

On June 16, 1948, the Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. Francis Jansen, pastor of 
St. Joseph Church, Hammond, will 
have completed fifty years in the 
priesthood and the occasion will be 
marked with an appropriate cele- 
bration, details of which will be 
announced in a later issue of O.S.V. 

Born In Germany 

Monsignor Jansen was born 
May 7, 1874 in Essen, Germany, 
where he received his primary edu- 
cation. When the Jansen family 
came to the United States and 
settled in New York City, Francis 
Jansen completed his grade school 
studies at Our Lady of Sorrows 
school. He then attended St. Law- 
rence College, Mt. Calvary, Wis., 
and Mt. St. Mary Seminary, Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. 

Following his ordination, the 
jubilarian served as assistant to 
the late Rev. J. R. Dinnen at St. 
Mary’s Church, Lafayette, Ind. 
While Father Dinnen was making 
a four-month tour of Europe and 
the Holy Land, Father Jansen was 
in charge of the parish. 

Father Jansen became pastor of 
the parish in Frankfort with mis- 
sions at Cicero and Noblesville on 
June 24, 1899. He built the 
church at Cicero in 1900 and the 
following year it was dedicated by 
Bishop Alerding. The cost of con- 
struction, $7,700, was liquidated in 
1902 by the twenty-eight families 
in the parish whose personnel con- 
sisted of farmers and glass-blow- 
ers. 

On October 30, 1906, Father 
Jansen became pastor of St. Vin- 
cent’s Parish, Elkhart. In 1909 he 
built the present school and part 
of the convent. A brick front was 
added to the old Sister’s house 
which was moved to the location of 
the first church, the cornerstone of 
which was laid:in 1868. The old 
frame convent building was dis- 
mantled in 1918 and became the 
site of the present building. 

Affpointed To Hammond 

Following the death of the Rev. 
John Berg, June 22, 1927, Father 
Jansen became pastor of St. Jo- 
seph’s Church, Hammond. In the 
fall of 1928, the cornerstone of the 
new school was laid and the new 
building was dedicated by Bishop 
Noll in October, 1929. The dedi- 
ecatory sermon for the occasion 
was delivered by the late Bishop 
George Finnigan of the Diocese of 
Helena, Montana. 

In 1942 Father Jansen directed 
the frescoing of St. Joseph’s 
Church, by the John Mallin Com- 
pany of Chicago. On April 12, 
1929, he was made Dean of the 
Hammond District. At the time of 
the golden jubilee of St. Joseph’s 
Parish in May, 1933, Father Jan- 
sen was made a Domestic Prelate 
by Pope Pius XI at the request of 
Bishop Noll. 

Besides carrying on his pastoral 
duties, Monsignor Jansen found 
time to write. He contributed to 
the Ecclesiastical Review, the Ho- 
miletic Monthly, America and the 
Acolyte. In 1922 he was instru- 
mental in procuring a plenary in- 
dulgence for a Novena for Voca- 
tions and inaugurated the practice 
at Elkhart in 1918. The practice 
is to this day observed by many 
Religious Communities.

Fr. Piwowar Says 
Church’s Influence In 
Poland Is Increasing 


New York —(NC)—tThe recon- 
struction of religious life in Po- 
land is proceeding swiftly because 
of the extraordinary courage of 
the Polish clergy. the Rev. Stanis- 
laus J. Piwowar, secretary general 
of the Catholic League for Relig- 


ious Assistance to Poland, report- | 


ed on his return from a six-week 
visit there. 


Father Piwowar thoroughly in- 
vestigated the present situation on 
his findings before the national 
convention of the Catholic League 
in Philadelphia next October. The 
priest visited all the Polish dio- 
ceses, spoke with 42 Polish Bis- 
hops, and conferred with represen- 
tatives of charitable and youth ‘or- 
ganizations. 


The Polish Hierarchy is strong- 
ly united in its devotion to the 
Holy See, the priest said, and en- 
joys unquestioned influence over 
the Polish people. Father Piwo- 
war reported he saw the churches 
filled with people and great num- 
bers receiving the Sacraments. 


The Catholic League, which was 
founded in 1943 and has headquart- 
ers in Chicago, sent $1,700,000 
worth of material aid to Poland 
during the past year, the official 
said. He related he heard great 
praise in Poland for the work of 
the League and that of War Re- 
lief-Nationa!

In that day, 
from the turn of the century, 
roughly speaking, until the end 
of the Smith-Hoover Campaign 
in 1928, bigotry was rampant, 
especially in the middle and 
southwestern areas of the coun- 
try.

Father Noll, as he was then, 
however, refused to be over- 
awed. He made a specialty of 
defending his Church against 
such crudities. 

On one occasion, we are told, 
he learned of an alleged “ex- 
priest” scheduled to speak in a 
neighboring town. Immediately, 
he had a thousand handbills 
printed, giving the authentic 
history of the supposed priest 
the fact that 
Father Noll would also be at the 
meeting to answer the imposter. 
When word of this got around, 
Father Noll was advised that 
there would be ruffians on hand 
armed with rotten eggs to throw 
at him. That made no differ- 


ence, With three other priests 
and two laymen, we are told 
that the hall was so crowded 


that they found it very difficult 
to make their way to the speak- 
er’s platform. 

“Father Noll was introduced 
by the lady who distributed the 
handbills,” our informant tells 
us, “and began his one-hour dis- 
course by pointing out that all 
priests were not red-headed as 
he was, and that his bodyguard

over which Jewish moralists are 
no less definite than our own: 
Ovid and Juvenal, with no 
flicker of Christian revelation to 
guide them, branded the prac- 
tices in question with the pro- 
test of heathen satire. It is not 
Christian morality, but natural 
as hitherto conceived, that has 
been outraged by the change of 
standards. 

“Now the healthier part of 
our fellow-citizens does not want 
to see the effects of either pro- 
paganda carried to their logi- 
cal conclusion. No decent person 
wants free love; no decent per- 
son wants race suicide. They live, 
therefore, not by principle, but 


by a compromise between prin- 
vorce, but not of easy divorce, of | 
small families, but not of too! 
small families. 
they feel themselves responsible | 
for the decision where exactly | 
the line shall be drawn within | 
the generous limits which our 
legal system allows . . 

“Who, in tampering with in-| 
stitutions so sacred as those of 
the family, would not like to. 
feel that he had an authority 
behind him, a ‘warrant’ from | 
somewhere to ratify his behav-| 
jor?” | 


If the good Father Knox could 
write on that subject today, 
when the things he denounces 
have become commonplace, even 
his facile pen would be inade- 
quate to describe it. 

Today, it is assumed that any 
state of mind, lest it be lunacy, 
because it is a state of mind 


among many, must be left un- 


disturbed. No one would apply | 


that principle to any other field 


than that of faith or morals. He | 


certainly would not apply it to 
society, because it would soon 
spell anarchy. What is the mean- 
ing of God’s revelation or of the 
Incarnation of the Son of God 
and His three years of public 
teaching? What significance 
has the Bible, as a whole, if its 
teaching can be interpreted to 
mean anything; if its clear pre- 
scriptions are not accepted as 
authoritative? 

Others boast of their adher- 
ence to the Bible as a sort of 
fetish, but only the Catholic 
Church defends it, in its entire- 
ty, as the word of God, and 
never deviates, no matter what 
the conditions of the times, from 
its teachings? 

Father Knox’s observations 
are most rational, and if others 
allowed themselves to think 
along these same lines they 
would follow Father Knox into 
the Catholic Church.

Bishop Noll was the sixth child 
(advocates of planned parenthood 
skip this paragraph—or perhaps 
it would be more profitable to read 
it attentively) in the family. When 
he was three and a half years old 
his mother died, and because the 
family of little children needed a 
mother’s care, the Bishop’s father 
remarried a year later. Nineteen 
children resulted from these two 
marriages, twelve of whom still 
survive, the oldest living member, 
Catherine, being now eighty-one 
years old. ! 

Bishop Noll attended the Cath- 
edral “Elementary. School, taught 
by the Brothers of the Holy Cross, 
graduating in June, 1888. He made 
his First Communion and was Con- 
firmed in the Cathedral -on the 
feast of Pentecost, May 20, 1888, 
long before the days of Pius X 
and early First Communion.

A less determined student might 
have been discouraged when he 
learned that practicall all his text 
books were in the German lang- 
uage’of which he did not know a 
word.

But instead of giving up, 
our seminarian finished his course 
in the Preparatory Seminary as an 
honor student with a near perfect 
grade in all his studies.

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If The Reformation Had Been 
Applied To Baseball | 


JOHN A. CARLIN 


OULDTIMERS tell about the great scandal that came to the 

grand American game of baseball at one time. It seems 
that some of the players had become corrupt and had taken 
bribes to throw a World Series. Mind you, there was noth- 
ing wrong with the game or with the rules, but some of the 


players were not so honest. Well, you’d think that the logical 
thing to do would be to reform?— 


the players themselves. That’s 
what the High Commissioner had 
in mind when he threw these cor- 
rupt fellows out of baseball and 
warned all other players that they 
had better behave or else. But 
there was another man, one of the 
big shots in the league too, who 
had other ideas. He was Luther 
Dobratz. 


Now Luther Dobratz was dis- 
satisfied with a lot of things, not 
the least of them being himself, 
and he began to preach his dis- 
satisfaction with baseball to any- 
one who would listen. He was out 
to become the Great Reformer of 
baseball. So one day what did 
he do but put all his thoughts in 
writing and with a great flourish 
nailed the paper to the gate of one 
of the big stadiums. He called his 
document, “The Ninty-Five New 
Ideas About Baseball.” 


One of the first things he got 
rid of was the umpires. He said 
that every player hereafter would 
have the right to interpret the 
rule book for himself. After all, 
why should any player have to 
listen to an umpire say that a ball 
was a foul if it went outside those 
white lines drawn on the field? 
Luther Dobratz said that if the 
player felt that the ball was fair, 
it was fair and that was that. He 
changed around a few other things 
in the game too, but the biggest 
things was allowing the players 
to figure out the rules for them- 
selves. It’s a funny thing how it 
worked out later in his league, 
though anyone who would disagree 
with the way that Luther Dobratz 
said the rules should be interpret- 
ed would be tossed out of the lea- 
gue in a hurry. 


Meanwhile, over in another lea- 
= there was a manager named 

enry Davis who didn’t like what 
Luther Dobratz was doing at all. 
He wrote a book called, “The De- 
fense of the Basic Rules of Base- 
ball.” This chastised Luther Dob- 
ratz in a very positive way and the 
High Commissioner of baseball 
was so happy about it that he said 
that Henry Davis was a real De- 
fender of Baseball. A few years 
later, however, Henry Davis got 
ideas about the grand old game 
and after a few hot arguments 
with the Commissioner he started 
a little reform in the baseball 
world himself. Subsequently ev- 
ents proved that Henry Davis did 
not have such high motives when 
he started his reform. 


It seems that Henry formed a 
plot to sieze all the ball fields and 
stadiums in his league and to keep 
them and tkeir incomes for him- 
self. No doubt he was more or 
less driven to this because of the 
great number of wives he had col- 
lected over the years, and every- 
one knows that wives cost money. 
At any rate, Henry Davis stepped 
in and declared himself Commis- 
sioner and proceeded to take any 
ball field he wanted. Some of 
them were good large ones, you 
may well believe, and it was a 
profitable haul. enry was quite 
pious about the whole thing and 
said he was really trying to pre- 
serve the grand game of base- 
ball from corrupt ball players. As 
a matter of fact he didn’t change 
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the rules: too much, but when his 
daughter Liz Davis took over, you 
should have seen what happened! 
Liz had ideas of her own about 
how baseball should be played and 
she really started to scramble the 
rules around. 

In other parts of the baseball 
world, this idea of reform took 
hold and soon, it seemed, every- 
one wanted to play baseball his 
own way. Some reduced the num- 
ber of players and others increas- 
ed the number till the whole field 
was full of men in uniform, all 
bumping into one another. Some 
thought that it would be a good 
idea to run to third mstead of to 
first and others thought that there 
should be players running both 
directions at the same time. Some 
let the batter hit the ball out of 
his hand, while others put two 
pitchers in the box at the same 
time to make it harder than ever 
for a batter to get to first. There 
was one bunch who even thought 
that baseball was too mild and so 
they used to whoop it up by rolling 
on the diamond and shouting all 
sorts of odd things in the course 
of a game. Even the ladies got 
into it! 

Up in Boston, a lady named 
Edie Bachofer had her own ideas 
about baseball. She said it should 
be played scientifically and soon 
her team came to be known: as 
the Scientists. The most unusal 
things about her kind of basebal! 
was that no baseball was used! 
The pitcher would wind up with 


nothing in his hand and then make 
a throwing motion toward the 
plate. The batter was then at lib- 
erty to swing at this imaginary 
pitch or let it go by. Edie said 
that the whole thing was an illu- 
sion anyhow and by eliminating the 
ball there was no danger of a play- 
er being hit by a pitched ball and 
being caused to suffer pain. This 
kind of ball never got too popular 
except among a lot of rich people 
who found it kind of restful not to 
have to duck when a pitcher chuck- 
ed one at their heads. 

And down in Los Angeles! That’s 
where the reform really went hay- 
wire. There were more crazy ways 
devised to play the game in that 
city! One of. the new reformers 
down there put all the spectators 
down on the field and the players 
parked themselves up in_ the 
stands. 


At the last reading, there were 
no less than 256 different kinds 
of baseball in the United States 
alone!. It got.so that a lot. of 
people stopped playing it alto- 
gether. They said they were so 
confused that they couldn’t tell 
what kind of baseball was right 
and what kind was wrong. Others 
got indifferent about it. They said, 
“What difference does it make what 
kind of baseball a man plays? The 
object is to get to home plate and 
we'll all get there one way or 
another.” The one thing that most 
of the new leagues agreed on was | 
that the original way of playing 
the game was wrong. They said 
that it was silly to have a Commis- 
sioner and. that Luther Dobratz 


was right when he said that every 
player should interpret the rules) 
for himself. On everything else | 
about the game, they seemed to’ 
disagree. But once each year they | 
would hail Luther Dobratz on the| 
anniversary of his nailing his!

Meanwhile, what about the grand | 
old game?

Very Reverend William Mat- 
thews, second pastor (1804-1854) 
was the president of Georgetown 
College from 1808-1819. Father 
Matthews was the first native of 
the United States to be elevated 
to the priesthood. 


Father Ambrose Walter, fourth 
pastor, 1860-1894, administered 
the Sacraments to Mrs. Surratt 
before her execution at the time 
of Lincoln’s assassination. Father 
Walter was a strong believer in 
Mrs. Surratt’s innocence. 


Charles Dickens when on a tour 
through this country read from 
his works in old Carroll Hall 
which stood on the present site of 
St. Patrick’s Academy. 


The first Eucharistic Congress 
met in Washington, October 2, 
1895. It opened in St. Patrick’s 
Church with solemn Pontifical 
Mass, celebrated. by the Most Rev- 
erend Archbishop Satolli.

His Coun- 
cil started the first Blook Bank in 
South Bend, Ind.° The regular con- 
tributing donor members totaling 90 
men and women have been avail- 
oblie on a moment's notice when- 
ever blood was needed to save a 
life. Our Blood Bank originated 
in 1945. 


DEVOTION: 


A few minutes of prayer each 
day to ask God for His blessing is 
the mark of a good Catholic. Since 
September 15, 1947, the Rosary 
has been recited daily in our Coun- 
cil chambers. All members ‘and 
their families are invited to join us 
as we gather around a beautiful 
statue of the Blessed Virgin Mary, 
a Gift by one of the members. 

Realizing the special need for 
devotions in this war-torn and 
troubled world, our Council become 
the first in the United States to 
sponsor the Third Secular Order of 
Mt. Carmel. As a further meons 
of providing members with every 
opportunity for devotion, our Coun- 
cil regularly sponsors quarterly Cor- 
porate Communions; publicly eob- 
served Good Friday with Way of 
the Cross devotions: has Masses of- 
fered for ill and the departed mem- 
bers. This year appropriately, on 
Memorial Day, offered a special 
Mass for its deceased members of 
the past year. 


EDUCATION: 


The trend toward = secularism, 
even in schools, has placed an ad- 
ditional responsibility on the Knights 
of Columbus in the field “of Cath- 
olic education. Yearly, it provides 
twelve Catholic scholarships to win- 
ners of competitive examinations. 
Of the 35 scholorships aworded in 
the past three years, 34 of the stu- 
dents continued their Catholic edu- 
cation. 

Over the air, our Council spon- 
sors a 52-week radio progrom titled 
Catholic News & Views which is 
heard by 25,000 persons who tune 
to Station WHOT each Sunday. 

Our Council Chaplain directs dis- 
cussions of Catholic subjects at our 
meetings “and writes timely articles 
for our Council publication, The 
Anchor. 

And as a highlight of its edu- 
cational program, the Council con- 
tributed another $5,000 to a fund 
which now totals more than $20,000 
for the proposed South Bend Cath- 
olic High School. it's members 
contributed also by assisting the 
special Catholic High School Com- 
mittee.

The Battleship Maine 
had been mysteriously sunk in the 
Havana harbor, and without wait- 
ing for proof Spain was blamed 
for it. Public opinion was quickly 
aroused by the press which was 
unwilling to wait until it could be 
determined whether the Maine was 
sunk by the explosion of its own 


mine, answers His 


hoiler. or by sabotage. Congress 
responded to the feelings . pro- 


vided. An American victory was 
easy because Spain did not have a 
single modern battleship. The war 
miral Dewey sank the wooden 
ships of the Spanish Navy. There- 
upon the Philippines and Cuba 
were appropriated by the United 
States.

The Colleens .. . 


A® interesting and unique sponsorship of a professional sports team 
by a large city parish was inaugurated recently when the Chicago 
Colleens made their debut as one of the ten teams now holding member- 
ship in the All-American Girls, professional Baseball League. The 
Colleens are sponsored by St. Leo Parish, one of the largest on 
Chicago’s south side and of which Msgr. P. F. Shewbridge is pastor. 
St. Leo’s parish has long been prominently identified with 
the prep school athletic program of Chicago. Its high school foot- 
ball and basketball teams are always at or near the tep of the 
powerful prep league in Chicago, and its large athletic field situ- 
ated several blocks from the actual parish buildings, is widely 
known throughout the Chicago district as Shewbridge Field, 
named in honor of the parish’s pastor. 


The All-American Girls’ league, organized at the start of the 
1943 season as a war-time recreational measure, caught the ‘public’s 
fancy to such an extent that it grew from four, to six, to eight and 
now to ten teams. Another girl’s professional league was organ- 
ized in Chicago two , 
organization long had their eye on a Chicago franchise, as the girls’ 
game draws remarkably well in that city. 

Shewbridge Field is one of the most ideally located sports 
parks in Chicago, and when the league’s backers made inquiries 
about possible use of that field they were agreeably surprised to 
learn that St. Leo’s Parish, through Msgr. Shewbridge, might be 
interested in sponsoring such a team. The pastor and some of 
his advisors make a thorough investigation of the game as played 
by the girls, and particularly of the girls themselves as to their 
character, and so forth. Receiving unanimously fine reports all 
over the league, the pastor decided te sponsor the professional 
team as one way of providing good, clean, whelesome entertain- 
ment for that section of Chicago which the parish and its en- 
virons serve. Hence, the Chicago Celleens and their unusual 
sponsor came into being. 

i the undoubtful skill of the girls as baseball players, 
f they are also carefully selected for their off-the-field habits and 
manners. ‘As a result of this happy combination, some of the most 
ardent rooters for the girls’ professional game in the cities where 
it has been played for five years are women themselves. 

The players are dressed as girls, and do not try to ape men play- 
ers by wearing men’s uniforms. Their skirts come nearly to the 
knee, and their stockings are held in place just below the knee. Each 
team has an older woman as chaperone, and many girls who do not 
care to toe the disciplinary mark are immediately released. Even 
if the girls had no other reason, the fact that the salaries paid in 
many instances exceed $400 a month make their jobs most desirable 
ones. 

Practical baseball men are at the head of the organization. Max 
Carey, who starred in the Pittsburgh Pirates’ outfield for 17 years 
and who concluded his major league career as manager of the Brook- 
lyn Dodgers, is the league’s president. The ten managers are Dave 
Bancroft, former Phillies and New York Giant star, who directs the 
field activities of the Colleens; Bill Allington, ‘who won the league 
championship at Rockford in 1945; Leo Schrall, a native of Peoria 
and who played minor league ball after his graduation from Notre 
Dame, who handles the Peoria team; Carson (Skeeter) Bigbee, for 
12 years a regular in the Pittsburgh outfield, manager at Springfield, 
Ill:; Dick Bass, former Chicago Cub piteher, manager at Fort Wayne; 
Marty McManus, former St. Louis Browns’ star who ended his major 
league career as manager of the Boston Red Sox, in charge at South 
Bend; Johnny Rawlings, formerly of the New York Giants and Pitts- 
burgh Pirates, manager at Grand Rapids, which won the league’s 
Shaughnessy championship last year; Bill Wambsganss, familiarly 
known as Wamby, who starred for the Cleveland Indians in 1920 
when they won their only American League pennant and world’s 
championship, who directs the Muskegon club, which finished first 
in the league standings last year; Leo Murphy, former Pittsburgh 
catcher who directs the former league champions in his home town 
of Racine, Wis., and Chet Grant, former Notre Dame star who this 
year transferred from the South Bend manager’s job to directing the 
Kenosha team. 

‘Bench jockey’. . . es 

Many of you probably read the Babe Ruth’s autobiographical 
serial as written by Bob Considine and which appeared recently 
in eight issues of the Saturday Evening Pest. In one of the articles 
the Babe’s memory failed him as he related in incident in the 1921 
world series between the Yankees and New York Giants in which 
Johnny Rawlings had a leading role, according to Ruth’s story. The 
article went on to say that Rawlings, an adroit “bench jockey” in 
his playing days, got Ruth so mad at the remarks. Rawlings made 
to him during the course of one of the games that Ruth, in high 
anger, stormed into the Giant’s dressing room after the game with 
the avowed intention of taking a punch at Rawlings. I| recently 
asked Rawlings about it, and he gave an entirely different version 
of what happened. 

Compared to Ruth in their playing days, Rawlings was a small 
fellow, not weighing within 50 pounds of the Bambino. Anyhow, 
Rawlings said that Ruth never was one to be mad at anyone after a 

game had ended, although he did come in the Giant’s dressing room, 
but so did all the other Yankees—and nobody was looking for trouble. 
In fact, what they were looking for was money. 

It was in that long-gone series that one of the umpires ealled 
a game in the eleventh inning with the score tied, and with at 
least enough light to have played one or two more complete in- 
nings. The fans put up such a howl, in which practically every 
baseball writer who saw the game joined, that the late Judge 
Landis, then high pernenninemenr be aoe DS tg that the entire 
net receipts of that game should go te charity. 

That aroused the players’ ire, and they called a clubhouse 
meeting of the two teams as soon as they heard of the judge's 
ruling. That’s what brought Ruth inte the Giants’ dressing room, 
not a desire to take a punch at him or anyone else, Rawlings says. 
The players wanted Landis to assure them that their share of 
the extra game made necessary by the tie would amount to at 
least as much as the gelden pot donated to charity by the judge. 
The latter agreed to this when a committee of the players called 
it to his attention, and that ended that. 

Despite the fact that he was a powerful physical specimen in 
his playing days, Ruth would hardly have run the risk of invading the 
opponents’ dressing room looking for trouble. He wasn’t the type to 
look for trouble anyhow, but he would have been challenging at 
least 25 healthy young men to combat had he invaded their dressing 
room in an angry mood.

Have I forgotten something? 
Hardly! I’m saving it for’ the last 
—for it is about the Bishop’s spon- 
sorship of our congregation that I 
imtended to write from the be- 
ginning. 

It was in 1923 that Monsienor 
John Francis Noll, “tor of St. 
Mary’s Church, Huntington, and 
editor of Our Sun?av Visitor, hap- 
pened to be at Hot Springs, Ark- 
ansas, at the same time as Peter 
O’Donnell of Longe Beach, Califor- 
nia. Monsignor Noll said Mass and 
preached in one of the local church- 
es on Sunday morning, and after 
the Mass Mr. O’Donnell came to 
the sacristy and asked him for an 
interview. The interview was ar- 
ranged for the same afternoon at 
St. Joseph’s Sanitarium. 

Durine this _ interview, Mr. 
O’Donnel told Monsignor Noll of 
the absolute need of a religious 
community of women to conserve 
and spread. the faith among the 
Mexicans of the Southwest, and 
urged the priest to start a com- 
munity for this purpose. Monsig- 
nor Noll told Mr. O’Donnell of the

The outcome of the interview 
was that Mr. O’Donnell offered to

He got it on easy terms, 
as they say, but it was far too 
large for the needs of his Parish 
Monthly—so he hit on the idea 
of a national Catholic weekly, 
informing Catholics and defend- 
ing the Church against the li- 
belous charges being directed 
against her from every side. 
There was no Catholic radio in 
those days, no National Catholic 
News Service, no Narberth 
Movement—and our pamphlet 
efforts were still pitifully inade- 
quate. 

A Success From The Start 

To promote his idea, the priest 
had his printers reproduce two 
pages of The Menace, which he 
then sent to practically every 
Catholic pastor in the country. 
The results were instantaneous, 
and so Our Sunday Visitor was 
born. Its first press-run came 
to 35,000 and for two years it 
gained subscribers at the rate 
of 4,000 a week! 

In the meantime, he carried 
on as pastor of St. Mary’s 
Parish, Huntington, teaching 
catechism in the school every 
morning, taking personal charge 
of his converts, and giving lec- 
tures for non-Catholics in his 
parish church.

Architectural plans, as made by 
August Bohlen & Son, Indianapolis, 
call for a three-story structure of 
brick and stone with a frontage 
of 234 feet. The right wing of 
the building will house the infirm- 
ary. According to architectural 
specifications this wing will be 210 
feet deep. The chapel in the center 
of the building will extend 176 
feet and the dining room and kit- 
chen. facilities will be housed in 
the left wing, 266 feet deep. 


At Fort Wayne, work on the 
new college building has been un- 
derway for nearly a year. When 
completed, the structure will house 
a chapel, gymnasium, cafeteria, 
class rooms, a complete home eco- 
nomics department, ineluding a 
model home, and dormitories for 
faculty and students. 


The building will be a sand-color 
structure facing Spring street. It 
will be H-shaped with a frontage 
of 250 feet and East and West 
wings will be 150 feet deep. The 
east wing will house the chapel 
and home economies department 
with the gym and a lounge situ- 
ated in the west wing. The sec- 
ond floor will be el.iefly dormitories 
for resident students. Roof gar- 


dens are planned for the central 
wing. 


According to plans, only two of 
the three stories will be erected at 
the present. Cost of the entire 
three-story structure is set at 
$750,000. Upon final completion 


work will begin on an administra- 
tion building,

Oth- 
ers wanted to know why the large 
crucifix over the high altar showed 
the Savior with the wound on His 
right side, whilst those of the side 
altars showed it on the left side. 
Another wanted to know how God 
could detect sin in the angels in 
Heaven. 


“Others were more concerned 
about the monastery, for instance, 
how we could obtain our livelihood, 
whether we also accepted non- 
Catholies into the Order, how much 
tuition we charged, whether our 
splendid infirmary was also open to 
outsiders. One asked why we had 
so many shields in the Latin tongue 
above the doors of the various 
rooms. When he was told that we 
understood the Latin very well, he 
objected: ‘But we don’t.’ The an- 
swer that the shields were there, 
not for them but for our benefit did 
not seem to satisfy him entirely. 

“The large casket containing the 
relic of St. Timothy, martyr, was

cidents of a humorous nature also 
occurred, Thus one of the Fathers, 
noticing a gentleman with a some- 
what forlorn expression on his 
face, had pity on him and offered 
to show him through the building, 
but was told to his surprise: ‘Why, 
I put up this building!’ He was the 
senior partner of the contracting 
firm. 

“The ladies were interested main- 
ly in the kitchen, which had been 
‘cracked up’ to the skies by some 
of the workingmen. Thus one lady 
asked at every room: ‘Is this the 
kitchen? I am only interested in 
the kitchen.’ . .. It is impossible 
even to summarize the remarks 
made in reference to the kitchen 
and its equipment. Suffice it to say 
that even if they were not all wise 
remarks, they were nevertheless 
on the whole very complimentary. 
Some found that the kitchen was 
larger than their entire house. Oth- 
ers admired the massive, neat, and 
plain ranges, and perhaps still more 
the huge kettles, pans, and bins. 


“All kinds of questions were put 
to the Brother, for instance, ‘Do 
you ever get meat?’ Others again, 
wanted. to have his personal as-| 
surance that a man, i.e., he him- 
self, really did the cooking. Others 
pitied him because he had to cook 
for so many. Others also indirect- 
ly betrayed some of their own dif- 
ficulties by remarking that he cer- 
tainly must be perplexed at times 
what to cook... 


“Many cast wistful looks at 
the row of pies prepared for the 
coming festival. One gentleman 
was determined to get a loaf of 
bread and asked continuously to 
whom he would have to apply. We 
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know that he did not buy any, but 
that does not imply that he did 
get a loaf. Our table-set also im- 
pressed the visitors. Some were 
shocked by the sight of the wooden 
plates, others again edified. And 
edified they also were by the beau- 
tiful little altar near the ranges 
with its flaming vigil lights and 
many relics... 


“It is impossible to say how many 
people passed through the building 
that afternoon. The Knights of 
Columbus, who acted as traffic man- 
agers, took a count every fifteen 
minutes of the autos. According to 
their estimate there were at least 
4,300 cars here that afternoon. It 
will, therefore, be a very conserva- 
tive estimate to place the number 
of visitors at 10,000. Many others 
were discouraged from attempting 
the approach when they met the 
congestion of cars stretching away 
from the monastery for more than 
half a mile in every direction. What 
would the crowd have been, if it 
had been fair weather! There was 
a heavy downpoor in the course of 
the afternoon, but it did not seem 
to deter the crowds. Some of the 
cars near the monastery had been 
parked on refilled ground. The 
wrecking car had to be called, and 
it pulled out forty-eight cars. The 
owner of the outfit did the service 
free of charge. .The cars were 
mainly from Indiana, but not only; 
license plates from Michigan, II- 
linois, and Ohio were also well rep- 
resented .., 


“Dedication Day, April 2, dawned 
bright and brisk. About 8 o’clock 
the first guests began to appear. 
The entire clergy of the Fort 
Wayne Diocese had been invited. 
About eighty had notified us of the 
acceptance of the invitation. His 
Lordship Bishop Noll arrived short- 
ly before 10 o’clock. The cere- 
monies of the blessing of the 
chapel began at 10 o’clock. The 
Ministri for the occasion were: 
Bishop Noll officiating at the dedi- 
cation and assisting in pluviali at 
the High Mass; Msgr. Thiele of St. 
Peter’s, Fort Wayne, celebrant of 
the High Mass; Father Benno, 
archpriest; Fr. Rudolph Bonner, 
O.F.M., and Rev. F. J. Jansen, de- 
cons of honor; Fr. Gaudentius 
Rossmann, 0.M.Cap., deacon of the 
Mass, and Father Damasus of Blen- 
heim, Canada, subdéacon. Fathers 
Kelly of Huntington and Assesmani 
assisted Bishop Rohlman. Father 
Nadolny and Fr. Pius Stutzer, O.M. 
Cap., presided at the melodeon, and 
Fr, Clement Neubauer, master of 
novices, directed the chant.

Not through books or personal in- 
fluence, says she: She just made 
a “personal search.” 


Her biggest thrill was her “sec- 
ond conversion.” That’s what she 
calls it. She met Ann Harrigan of 
the Friendship House in Chicago, 
heard her talk about tramps and 
Negroes, listened to words about 
Christ’s Mystical Body and all 
that it meant.

As Catholics we accept the rev- 
erence and sacredness of marriage 
in Christ. as a positive teaching, 
and reading one or several of the 
following approved books. will 
prove enlightening and helpful to 
all laymen. 

Marriage by the most Rev. 
Franz Von Sireng is a brief treat- 
ise on marriage which deals with 
practical. problems that arise out 
of married life. 

Life Together, by Wingfield 
Hope with an introduction by 
Robert I. Gannon, S. J., President 
of Fordham University, lifts mar- 
riage from the purely human 
plane to the spiritual level. Sist- 
er M. Madeleva, President of St. 
Mary’s College, says of this book, 
“This is a book for mothers to 
give their daughters, for fathers 
to give their sons, a book for young 
married couples to read together 
and for older couples to reread. It 
is a book for Catholics to give to 
non-Catholics as a sane, Christian 
treatment of matrimony.” 

Morals and Marriage, by F. G. 
Wayne is a work of a qualified 
moral theologian giving the au- 
thentic teaching of the Church. 

Marriage by Dietrich Von Hilde- 
brand presents the full signific- 
ance of marriage in its nature as 
a sacrament. The author writes 
in the preface: “Should this book 
in its English form contribute to 
a deeper awareness of the length, 
depth and breadth of marriage 
concluded in Christ— ‘a great sac- 
rament in Christ’ according to the 
words of the Apostle— its pur- 
pose will b2 fulfilled.”
